Highway Commission Recommends 
that an Election Be Called for the 
Purpose of TIseuing Bonds in the 
Sum of $1,270,000—Gugar 
tories Open Campeaign. 


SANTA ANA, Aug. 12.~-The Coun- 
ty Highway Commission today rec- 
ommended to the Board of Supervis- 
ors that an election be called to vote 
$1,270,000 bonds for a system of good 
roads in Orange county. The outline 
of roads submitted provides for 107.- 
22 miles of road, touching every in- 
corporated city in the county. 

The expectation is that there will 
be little delay tn calling the election, 
for the supervisors have been ready 
to act whenever the report of the 
highway board was ready. That re; 
port has been hel@ back for months 
for the reason that it was not known 
What route the State Highway Com- 
mission would select to improve 
through this county. Recently it be- 
came known that the State would 
improve the route through Fulier- 
ton, Anaheim, Santa Ana, Pustin and 
San Juan Capistrano. For that reas- 
on this main road is not provided for 
in. the county commission's 

as submitted today. The statement 
is made in the report that the coun- | 
ty is saved the expense of building 
only which would cost the State 


The commission recommends that 
the paved portion of the roads be 
twenty feet wide instead of sixteen 
as originally planned, giving as «a 
reason for the change the fact that 
ether counties have found sixteen 
feet too narrow. The commission asks 
that it be given as much latitude as 
possible in the kind of material to be 
used in the roads, hoping to be in a 
position to profit by the experiences 
of other counties.
